DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 - 8 & 10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant application claims the copolymer blend has a melting point 
above 140°C. These limitations are not obvious over the prior art. Chen et al. 
disclose the melting of their polymer has an upper point of 100°C. Therefore, 
based on the nearest prior art, one would not expect the copolymer blend of a 
hexene, propylene and alpha-olefin of claim 1 to have a melting point above 
140°C.
